< June. in 1669, -His father, OmariShaikh-Mirza, 
-who descended. from the powerful author of the 
race, goyerned the little kingdom of Kokan, or 
‘Ferghana, in the northeast of Transoxiana, to- 
“ward the year 1493. This prince met with asin- 
He was crushed by the fall ‘ofa 
pigeon house. ‘His son,.of whom.we write, had 
to-contend, as is-always the case in Asia, against 
the surrounding princes}: but he was able to repel 
them all; and. in 1497 he found: himself in-full 
possession of Samarcand.. Another. enemy soon 
‘ presented himself, This was Sheibani or Shahi- 
‘Dek-Kahn, who commanded the Uzbekhs,. whio 
had conquered Transoxiina, After a long struggle 
against. the invaders, Bubour ‘repelled them and 
in, 1500 ; hut he was after- 
wards defeated and obliged to fly with a handful 
of-men,..He then advanced “into the territory of 
-a  Cabul; where he was proclaimed king; and after 
the death ‘of Sheibani, chief. of the Usekhs; he 
attempted, ‘with the aid of the Persians, to re- 
enter his own-states. . Fate was still against him. 
He was defeated in 1514, in the neighborhood of: 
Bochara,-and was obliged again to take refuge in 
Cabul. A celestial inspiration, said the historian, 
Abul Fazl, caused Babour to turn his attention 
towards Hindostan. Fle used as a pretext for his 
scheme the title acquired from the conquests of 
his ancestor Timour or Tamerlane, and especially 
took advantage of the decline of thf kingdom of 
Delhi. He spent some years in reducing the king- 
dom of Candahar and the remainder of Afghanis- 
tan, and it was only in 1524 tfat Babour serious- 
ly invaded Hindostan. He was put in possession 
of Lahore by Dowlut-Khan, governor of the Pun- 
jaub, who was discontented with the emperor, 
Ibrahim-Lodi, which Babour conquered in April, 
1526, notwithstanding a new-defection of Dowlut-

“Nicholas ‘IV, pope, general of the. Lesser 
Brotherhood, under the name of-Brother Jerome, 
was born at Ascoli, inthe Marche of Anconia, 


was raised to the pontifical seat in 1288, after 


Honorius IV. He twice renounced his election, 
and only consented. to accept it after much 
trouble. The beginning of his pontificate was 
marked by an embassy from Alagora, Khan of 
the Tariars, This prince ‘iotnanded baptism, and 


ut these projects failed; Palestine was then a 
prey to the fury of the Mahommedans. “Acre was 


‘taken-and pillaged; the Christians of Tyre aban- 
doned their city, and left it without defence; and.

I IT SPIRITUALISM ?—NOT IF WE KNOW WHAT 
` SPIRITUALISM IS. 

We have ‘met frequently, i in.reading the. last 

week’s. numbers of our several: pseudo- spiritual- 

istic: contemporaries, with. quotations from, and | 


‘references to, the so-called Christian writings, as 


applicapable and relating to matters connected 
with. the Spiritual movement. As this habit is 
becoming somewhat chronic with these- pseudo- 
spiritualistic contemporaries, we propose to notice 
some: of these Christianizing ventures, and not 
only to protest, against the continuance of them, 
but..to- point ‘out their utter. unwarrantableness, 


‘In the Two Worlds we find: a discourse of. Hudson 


Tuttle, entitled “ The Staff of Those who Mourn,” 
and from it we make a few extracts, He says i) 


- “Spiritualism is the foundation of all the relig- 
ions of the world. Without it, religion is impos- 
sible, for the fundamental fact ‘of religion is im- 
mortal life. It runs through all systems as a 
golden thread, woven into divers paterns, but 
sivas bright and beautiful. It forms the essence 
of all poetry, the pivotal fact of history, and the 
overshadowing motive of mankind. It is the es- 
sential doctrine of all sacred books, without which 
they would- lose all significance, ‘The various 
Christian churches repose on the demonstration 
through .Christ, of immortal existence, and -the 


Bible, from Genesis to,Revelations, is a ‘record. of | 


the inter-communion of. spirits with ` mankind, 


‘Were I to choose a book from which to explain this 


spiritual theory, as Applicable. to human needs, the 
Bible would be that book. 

“I paid ‘I- would take the Bible to teach, Spirit- 
ualism, I pass'its- innumerable: passages relating. 


to. this ‘al ject, and: repeat from Paul, the most 


subtle and raund of-all-the apostles, and who 
best uriderstood the ‘infinite reach of the Chris- 
tian doctrine, He covers the whole ‘ground when. 
e says: 

“There are also celestial bodies and bodies 
terrestrial. * -* .*- It is‘sown a natural body, 
it is-raised a spiritual ‘body: ‘There J a natural 
body.and there is a spiritual:-body. . * “Now, 
this Igay, brethren, ‘that: flesh: and blood cannot, 


inherit the. kingdom of God; neither doth- ċor- 


ruption inherit incorruption. * *. For this cor- 


-ruptible must put on incorruption, and this: mortal 


must put: on immortality. ‘When this is done,’ 


he says, will be brought to pass the saying that is 


written, ‘Death i ig swallowed up in victory, ” 
Well, all we have to say in reply to that is, tliat 
if Mr. Tuttle cannot find anything in “The Bible” 
that comes néarer to’ Spiritualism than that, his 
dogmatic assertion that’it-contains nothing but 
Spiritualism.from. Genesis: to . Revelations, is a 
monstrous and inexcusable absurdity. What are 
the “celestial” ‘and “terrestial bodies” which are 
alleged to have: been designated by the mythical 


St. Paul? In what did they ¢ differ? The human 


spirit. is the human spirit. whether residing’ on 
earth or: -among the’ stars, and. is essentially the: 
game in all its parts from its inception . as "a spirit 
to the remotest period it can possibly continue, 
This ig one of the fundamental truths which spirit 
return has made manifest to mortals, Being the 
same in essence, it must be in the very nature of 
things, essentially the same in all its functions 
and properties. The living sentient and acting 
spirit has therefore no body or bodies that can in 
any reasonable or proper sense be designated 
“celestial” or “terrestrial.” Again it is not true 
that the spirit “is sown in a natural body” and 
“raised in a spiritual body,” and he who put 
those words in the mouth of “Paul” did so with- 
out regard to truth. . The individual spirit begins, 
whether “sown” or not, a spirit, and continues to 
bea spirit, whether in or out of a material form ; 
and it is therefore not true that there is.a change 
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of the spirit from a natural to a spiritual body at 


any period of its existence, It is that heathen- 


error that has been incorporated in doctrinal 
Christianity. It is equally untrue that the spirit 
has a “natural” and a “spiritual,” or unnatural or 


miraculously supplied body. If spirit has a body, ` | 


it is essentially a natural body, and must be 


equally a spirit body, there is therefore no such" 


distinction as is put into the mouth of “St. Paul.” 
Now “St. Paul” is made to speak nonsense when 
he is represented to have said, “Now this I say, 
that flesh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom 


of heaven ; neither does corruption inherit ‘incor- 


ruption.” Ifthe kingdom of heaven is wherever 
the Spirit of Good, the creator—preserver and pe- 


fecter of all things—exists, then flesh and blood — gel 


as much inherit the kingdom. of heaven as does : 


any other part of the mighty universe. To desig- 


nate flesh and blood as corruption, and the-spirit . ee) 
that animates them incorruption is simply un- 


true. There is no corruption in flesh and blood 
that does not equally apply to the spirit, that for 
a time is attached to that flesh and blood. -Itis 
‘equally theologically, philosophically, scientifi- 
cally and actually untrue, Spiritualism, if it 


teaches anything, teaches that spirit, which acts: 
upon and animates matter, is as natural as the | 


matter on which it acts, and to- teach that it is not 
is to teach that which all nature attests is untrue.
